WIDE AWAKE POLI TICS. 


' Jleesplion of the Election flews at Mr. 
Lincoln's Some.—A letter from Spring- 
field (111.) to the Chicago Press and Tri- 
bune tells how Mr. Lincoln's friends recei- 
ved the news' of the victories in Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and Indiana.
